I discussed 
with Judge KAUFMAN the type of protection he felt he desired and 
indicated that of course Commissioner MONAGHAN would probably want to 
call him or have one of his officials call him relative to the type 
of protection to be afforded and might desire to even see the children 
so' that the protecting police would recognize the youngsters when they 
saw them on the streets. Judge KAUFMAN stated he knew Commissioner 
MONAGHAN and would be very happy to talk to Commissioner MONAGHAN.

The 
police force"' was just watching, I consider that the only 
effective thing at the demonstration was the voice that came 
through the loud speaker. 

This voice was heard for blocks away and people 
turned their heads towards the sounds that came through the 
l#ud speakers and I noticed many people stsped to listen. 

In each case the loud speakers (East and" West on Broadway) 
came to an abrupt stop. Thu demonstration ended at about

The fol laving incident came to my attention on 4 February. A sense 
of humor warns me to classify it as the "Great Balloon Hoax". Since I 
havo no means of checking on the veracity of the story I pass it on to 
• you for what it may be worth. 

Last evening I met ny first class of the new Spring Semester in 
American Literature at Fordhan University, School of Education, 302 
Broadway, K. Jf. C. Although I am attached here at the Acadery I have 
been a visiting lecturer at Fordham for the past several years. One of 
my students, a Frederic J. Schaefer, who lives in Douglaston, Queens, 
asked if I would mind dropping him off at Douglaston since he knew 
from a previous course that I drove to Great heck in u y car. In the 
course of a conversation while driving ^he told me of a" funny thing" 
that happened to him in the course of his day-time Job at "the 
Continental 'Casualty Company in Ken,? York". It seems that there had passed 
over his desk on that day the renewal of a policy for*Ws. Rosenberg". 
VThen I askod him who that wac-he identified her 65 "the Co-jnunist in 
Sing Sing". Upon my renarkingxhat that was certainly strange, he said 
it was en accidental policy in the amount of {“.loo ,000 for loss of life 
or mutilation on a "scheduled commercial airplane", beneficiary "hu s band 
Julius", $120.00 annual premium.. I neod not emphasise how fantastic this 
sounded to me. Since Ur. Schaefer seems both young and voluble and was 
trying to impress me with the inportano? nf J is Job, it may have 
that to prove his importance he gratuitously identified a Rosenberg with 
the ^osonborgs. This is not at all impossible since he said he -,vas"an 
underwriter", vrhen it is obvioi^ that his youth and inexperience would not 
qualify him as such. He seemed not at all to think his story fantastio, 
was quite positive of his identification, and is not avT.re that I am 
passing on this information.

On the morning of 2/lu/^3 Assistant Director A. H. Belmont >t /‘ t 
telephonically contacted me to advise that Judge Irving KaufmarJ ^ ** 
nad called him to indicate that because of developments In instant* 
case Judge Kaufman was again being subjected to telephone vilif 
ration and a certain amount of office bother whicn causes juogetr£^^±: 
Kaufman to again inquire of the Bureau as to its belief es to 
-hether he should request police protection. I pointed out to 
Hr. Belmont that of course in connection with the Civil nights 
discussion we were having with the NYC PD, as reported in the 
JUliam J. Brennan case, the ,;orld Telegram, 2/liS/p3 issue, carried 
a headline reflecting disagreement and that as a consequence 
Commissioner Monaghan and Cnlef Inspector Hotnengast were in 
. .Washington. I pointed out to Mr. Balmont that in view of that 
development it might be desirable to have S L Cus Micek mate contact 
with the NYC PD in the event Judge Kaufman decides he desires police 
protection, Mr. Belmont stated that the matter would be presented 
to the Director and he would subsequent ly contact me. 


It 3-35 PM Mr. Belmont called and reouested that i contact 
Judge Kaufman and explain to him that while the FBI knows of no 
premeditated action of the Party to cause him or his family any 
harm it is entirely possible that some crank or crackpot may take 
the matter into his own hands and such a situation cannot be 
intelligently, anticipated. I should point out to Judge Kaufman 
that Hr. Hoover states that after Judge KaJfman has carefully weighed 
the advantage-s and disadvantages of having police protection, if 
there is any doubt in Judge Kaufman's mine thereafter he should 
resolve in favor of requesting protection. Mr. Eelmont said 
that ir. the event Judge Kaufman does so resolve that we should 
indicate that we will be more than pleased to make appropriate 
contact with the police to insure tlift he does receive adeouate 
protection. Mr. Belmont stated that in his conversation with 
Judge Kaufman the latter indicated he had talked with CCA Judge 
Medina who hod indicated that during the trial of the CP leaders 
Judge Medina had had police protection. Mr. Belmont said that I 
should specifically point out to Judge Kaufman the fact that Judge 
Medina did have FBI protection while Judge Medina was outside of~ 
the NYC limits; that should Judge Kaufman take a trip out of NYC 
and desire Agent protection we would be more than pleased to 
afford him the necessary protection. I indicated to Mr. B-elmont 
tnat we would immediately make contact with Judge Kaufman. Mr. 
Belmont stated, that the New York office should closely follow

in instant matter we should immediately inform the Eureau concerning 
thr full details. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of my telephone call with Mr. 
Belmont I telephonically contacted Judge Irving Kaufman and apprised 
hi'-.! that I had Just finished talking with Kr. Belmont and that Kr. 

Be 3 Mint in turn had been talking with Kr. Hoover relative to Judge 
Kt-fman's earlier conversation with Mr. Belmont. I apprised Judge 
.Kalman along tne lines indicated above. Judge Kaufman stated that 
he sincerely appreciated the very careful consideration afforded 
his request and that he has decided that he will telephonically contact 
his wife this afternoon and if he decides he desires police protection 
ht .ill thereafter contact me. It was decided between Judge Kaufman 
an^ myself that if Judge Kaufman desires protection tnot this 
oiiice will make the necessary contact with tne police authorities 
who in turn will then contact Judge Kaufman and arrange with Judge 
Kaufman for such protection as Judge Kaufman desires. I carefully *' 
..pointed out to Judge Kaufman that should he leave the city and desire 
any protection he should telephonically inform me and the necessary 
arrangements to afford him protection will be consummated. 

Pending the receipt of a telephone call from Judge Kaufman, no 
fur trier action is being taken. 


ADDENDUM: 

Judge Kaufman called later on to advise that he had talked the 
matter over with his wife and they both desired police protection. 

I thereafter telephonically contacted 1st Deputy Commissioner Fristensky, 
advised him of the situation, and specifically requested that the fact 
that the police department Is affording Judge Kaufman police protec- 
tion should be kept entirely confidential so as to avoid newspaper 
publicity. Commissioner Fristensky stated that he was certain 
that publicity could be avoided and that he would personally tele- 
phonically contact Judge Kaufman as soon as we completed our conversation. 

At 3 PK I telephonically contacted Judge Kaufman’s chambers and 
inasmuch as Juuge Kaufman was then on the telephone I Inquired of 
Judge Kaufman’s secretary whether he had as yet been contacted by 
the police department . She stated that he had already received a 
telephone call from the police. I told her to tell Judge Kaufman 
that if he had any difficulty whatsoever in making satisfactory 
arrangements to contact me further so that I could iron the whole 
thing out for him.

I then pointed out to Judge Kaufman that of course the 
primary concern insofar as he was concerned would be on the part 
of cracknots Or cranks who might not be prone to think things out 
a logical manner. Judge Kaufman concurred and we both arrived 
at the conclusion that Judge Kaufman should take no precipitous 
action in the matter but should think it over for the next several 
nays and thereafter decide whether he considered the personal 
inconvenience of being continuously accompanied by bodyguards 
outweighed the possible threat of injury to himself or members of 
nis fariily, I told Judge Kaufman that in the final analysis the 
decision would have to be made by himself.
